plant and sell gas on its own account, 

In the afternoon the Finance committee of 
the City Councll decided to recommend that 
the Aldermen pass Alderman Dixon's order 
for the appointment of a committee to seek 
from the General Assembly authority to es- 
tablish a municipal gas plant. Many ques- 
tions that have grown out of the gas agita- 
tion were referred to the Corporation Coun- 
sel for an opinion. 


Prentiss Presides at the Meeting. 


Frank H. Cooper called the evening mass- 
meeting to order. He outlined the object 
of the gathering to be to settle the ques- 
tion, Whether the citizens of Chicago shall 
contribute $10,000,000 a year to the People’s 
Gaslight and Coke company, which ought to 
remain in our own pockets instead of going 
to New York City.“

PAUPER’S ACT SECURES 
RELEASE OF SWINDLER 
FRO THE COUNTY JAIL. 


Alonzo J. Whiteman Serves One Year 
Sentence for Passing Worthless 
Checks and Is Relieved from Paying 
$1,000 Fine by Judge Gibbons. 


“In contemplation of the statutes, im- 
prisonment in the House of Correction or the 
County Jail is limited to one year, and if a 
fine is still pending against a prisoner at the 
end of that time release from this may be 
secured by appeal under the pauper’s act 
through a writ of habeas corpus.“ 

This decision, announced by Judge Gib- 
bons yesterday, resulted in the release from 
the House of Correction of Alonzo J. White- 
man, known as a confidence man and the 
college crook.” Whiteman has just com- 
pleted a year’s sentence, which was im- 
posed on him after conviction for- passing 
worthless checks. In addition to this sen- 
tence a fine of $1,000 was imposed on the 
defendant. Having served his full term, he 
claimed inability to pay the fine, and Judge 
Gibbons ordered that he be relieved from 
this debt under the pauper’s act. ä 

Whiteman was formerly a State Senator 
in Minnesota, and a candidate for Mayor of 
Duluth.

Lord Curzon has perhaps been less criti- 
cised than any Viceroy India has had for 
many years, this despite the fact that he has 
had to face many serious difficulties in the 
last year, owing to the famine, the plague, 


aimed at the home government for lack of in- 
terest, rather than at the Viceroy, who has 
been untiring in his efforts for the relief of 
the widespread distress. 

The one fault found seems to have been of 
his go-ahead, practical tactics, which hith- 
erto have been unknown in India. 


| Best India Has Had. 

The Daily Express voices the general senti- 
ment in England when it says: 

Lord Curzon has his defects, like other 
men, and has necessarily made occasional 
blunders, but he is far and away the best 
Viceroy India has had during the present 
generation.“ 

Lord Curzon’s case has been an unusual 
one from the start. In the first place, his 
appointment was a distinct#innovation in 
departmental procedure, for not until the 
post had been offered in vain to three Peers, 
who knew little or nothing of India or of its 
needs, that government was driven to the 
unusual expedient of offering it toa man not 
at that time of title, but he knew India so 
well that old precedents could be safely ig- 
nored. 

This doubly unique experiment succeeded 
admirably, for, getting rid of the titular diffi- 
culty by making him Baron of Kedleston, 
the government soon found that on his ar- 
rival in India in the closing days of 1898 the 
new Viceroy determined to strike a new note 
in the Governor Generalship of England’s 
eastern dependency.

WIFE’ OF CHINESE MINISTER 
WRITES MRS. J. 8. M’CONNELL. 


Describes the Horrors of the Long 
“Siege in Graphic Detail — Eat Horse 
and Mule Meat and Find It Good— 
Boxers Resort to Every Ruse te Get 
Ministers and Their Charges te. 
Leave Fortified City — Mrs. Wood-' 
ward on Way Home. 


A letter from Mrs. E. H. Conger, wife of 
the United States Minister in Pekin, was re 
ceived yesterday by Mrs. J. 8. McConnell, 
43859 Lake avenue. It was the first mail 
communication to come from Pekin since 
the siege, and recounts briefly the horrors 
endured by those who were imprisoned. The 
letter came through the State department. 

Mrs. Conger refers to Mrs. Woodward for 
a detailed account of the siege, and speaks of 
her as about to leave for home. Mrs. Wood- 
ward is expected to arrive in San Francisco 
on the steamer Coptic on Saturday. Mr. 
Woodward is in San Francisco awaiting her 
coming. Mrs. Woodward is accompanied by 
her daughter Ione and Miss Cecile Payen, 
an artigt, whose residence is in Milwaukee. 

. Mrs. Conger’s letter is as follows: 
* PEKIN, China, Aug. 16, 1000. 

‘My Dear Sister and Dear Ones All: 
Wwe are alive and safe. Our troops ar- 
rived the 14th. O, what a rejoicing! What 
a day it was! If you could only have seen us 
you could realize a little the true feeling of 
the heart. Heart spoke to heart. 

We had been besieged in the British 
Legation ever since June 20, under fire day 
and night. At times the battle would be 
terrific. It would seem that they were right 
upon us. But they were not. They tried to 
shoot us and kill us with their bullets and 
shells, then to burn us up, then to blow us 
up with their mines, and at last to starve us 
out. No, this is not all; they kept laying 
traps to get us to come out of our fortified 
city with promises to escort us to Tien Tsin 
or to go to the Tsung-li-Yamen to be under 
their protection. We did not listen to them. 
We ate horse and mule meat, and it was 
good; we ate rice, rice, and rice, and it was 
good. I will tell you we are grateful; we 
know how to be. For two days we killed 
dogs for the Chinese. ; 

“The night of the 13th was the most ter- 
rifle night of all. We were under flercé and 
angry firing the night through. They again 
opened up their cannon on us. It seemed 
as though they would break through and 
come down upon us. The bell in the tower 
of the legation tolled and tolled for every 
man to come to his post. A general attack | 
was upon us. 

J cannot tell you how dreadful all of 
this has been. But the almighty hand of 
God alone has saved us. No human power 
could. I will write you much about it some 
day. Of course, I depend upon Mrs. Wood- 
ward to tell you. Edwin has much to do 
here, and so have most of the other Minis- 
ters. All have worked with a will. Our 
barricades, ditches, etc.,. are wonderful. 
The troops came into the city with little

Another from Mrs. Conger. 

Des Moines, Ia., Sept. 27.—The first definite 
news of the siege of Pekin was received in 
Des Moines today in letters from Mrs. Edwin 
H. Conger and her niece, Miss Mary Pierce. 
Mrs. Conger describes the relief of the city 
by 50,000 troops, including 10,000 Americans, 
on the afternoon of Aug. 14. 

The attacks of the Boxers on the preceding 
nights, she says, were almost fatal to the 
Ministers and their parties, who were hud- 
dled in the British Legation. They were 
living on half a pound of dog meat a day 
when the siege was lifted. 

Miss Pierce describes the narrow escape 
of Minister Conger on July 4. “ He stood in 
the doorway,” she says, talking with the. 
American surgeon when a spent bullet pene- © 
trated the surgeon’s leg, just missing the 
American Minister. . 

“Another bullet made a hole in the 
Declaration of Independence that hung 
above Mr. Conger’s desk. 

„Mr. Petchick, an attaché, sitting with 
Conger, missed death by a few inches. A 
bullet went through a fan in his hands. 


Seven Weeks on Horseflesh. 


The Americans and all foreigners gather- 
ed in the British Legation lived seven weeks 
without fresh food of any kind. At another 
time they had nothing but horseflesh, the 
saddle ponies of the Americans being killed 
for food.“ 

Mrs, Conger used her silk draperies, gifts 
of the Dowager Empress, to make sandbags 
to fortify the legations. When Baron von 
Ketteler, the German Minister, was shot 
down in the streets, Mrs. Conger carried the 
hews to the Baroness, who 2 a Detroit girl 
and had been married only three years. 


PROTEST AGAINST PRINCE TUAN 


United States Will Not Discuss Peace 
if Anti-Foreign Leader Is Kept 
in Power.

Washington, D. C., Sept. 27.—[Speclal. ]— 
There is apparently excellent grounds for 
the statement that the United States has 
protested against the appointment of Prince 
Tuan as Grand Secretary to the Empress and 
a member of the Privy council, although the 
officials here decline to discuss the matter. 
Prince Tuan's appointment will not be ac- 
ceptable to the United States nor any of the 
other powers. It is well known that Prince 
Tuan has aided and abetted the Boxers in 
their attacks on the foreigners, and he, more 
than any one person, is respansible for the 


In the capacity of Grand Secretary to the 
Empress the Prince would undoubtedly 
wield a powerful influence in shaping the 
settlement of the difficulty now existing in 
China. 

“If the Empress insists on Prince Tuan dis- 
charging the duties of the office to which he 
has been recently appointed it is more than 
likely that the United States will decline to 
enter into peace negotiations until the Prince 
has been removed and a man more favorable 
to foreigners is given this important position. 

Minister Conger has been advised by the 
State Department of the substance of the 
replies made by this government last Fri- 
day to the governments of Germany, Rus- 
sia, and China respecting China, which 
clearly indicated to him the general nature 
of the instructions he is to receive. By this

ters. 
No Objection to Prince Tuan. 
The Novoe Vremya, which in this in- 


stance is considered to be reflecting the 


opinion of influential official circles, con- 
tinues to emphasize the fact that Rugsia 
regards the Chinese crisis from a point of 
view far different than that of the other 
powers. It says: 

“* The appearance of Prince Tuan in an 
important government post will not be con- 
sidered an insuperable barrier to the open- 
ing of diplomatic negotiations. Russia de- 
sires, above all things, the reéstablishment 
of the normal state of things in her neighbor- 
ing empire, and, with that end in view, can 
afford to agree to certain concessions, es- 
pecially if they concern only the question of 
retribution. 

Russia's troops did not enter China for 
revenge, and Russia wishes to help in the 
restoration of a Chinese government able to 
maintain order. Complete tranquillity, it is 
true, cannot be y restored until the guilty 
parties are punished, but, if order be pre- 
served by the Chinese government, the pun- 
ishment of the offenders must be left to the 
Chinese government. The accusations 
against the Chinese authorities must be 
based on facts, not on mere rumors, and it 
would greatly facilitate negotiations if all 
the powers explained their views in a clear 
and definite manner.“ 


Russia's Underhand Work. 

Dr. Morrison, the Times correspondent in 
Pekin, makes public further instances of 
Russia’s underhand work in a message to 
that paper dated Sept. 21 and printed this 
morning. He says: 

“The Russian Minister addressed a memo- 
rial to the Dowager Empress requesting her 


officials remaining in Pekin forwarded an 
address to the Emperor and Empress be- 
seeching them to return. 

Prince Chang-Yin-Huan, the special en- 
voy to England on the occasion of the 
Queen’s diamond jubilee, and whose death 
was reported in Kashgari, where he had 
been exiled by the cruelty of the Empress in 
September, 1898, was executed by an impe- 
rial decree issued at the same time of the 
execution of the other Ministers. 


Conflicting Railway Interests. 

“Phe conflicting interests of Russia and 
England prevent a systematic attempt for 
the reconstruction of the railway, though its 
restoration would be easy. Until the ques- 
tion is settled its reconstruction must be 
postponed and Pekin will continue to suffer 
through the present cumbrous means of com- 
munication. 

The recent punitive expeditions into the 
country have had the excellent effect of in- 
creasing greatly the security of the neighbor- 
hood and facilitating the entry of supplies, 
but nothing can be counted effective till Pao- 
Ting-Fu is razed to the ground and the for- 
eigners and refugees rescued. 

The Russian Red Cross Hospital, under 
the patronage of Empress Alexander, was 
opened today in the presence of the foreign 
Ministers by M. de Giers. It occupies a 
central position and is a spacious building 
admirably equipped for its beneficent work, 
which is much needed.”’ 


MURDERED BY THE BOXERS. 


News Received of the Death of Mrs. G. 
F. Ward, Formerly of Minneapolis, 
and Her Two Children. 


Minneapolis, Minn., Sept. 27.~Mrs. M. D. 
Clapp of 3205 Columbus avenue, Minneapolis, 
has reecived a letter containing the informa- 
tion that her sister, Mrs. G. F. Ward, for- 
merly of this city, together with her two 
children, had been murdered by Boxers in 
China about eight weeks ago, 

Mrs. Ward, who was known in Minneapolis 


as Miss Etta Fuller, left this city about ten 


years ago. In England she married Mr. 
Ward and they were sent to southern China. 
When they fled because of the Boxer riots 
Mr. Ward placed his wife and children on a 
boat on the river, while he and some native 
Christians started overland. When Mr. Ward 
reached the river at a point a hundred or 
more miles from Chang Shan he was horri- 
fied to learn that his wife and children and 
all others on the boat had been murdered.

SAT TAXPAYERS WOULD OBJECT. 


President Gansbergen Takes Perkins 


and Best Through the Great North 
Side Playground and Argues for the 
$1,376,000 for Improvement and 
Maintenance—Town Officials Are Not 
Yet Convinced That All This Money 
Is Required. 8 


The North Town and Lake View Super- 
visors were taken through Linceln Park yes-

However, both of 
the Supervisors expressed sympathy with 
the plans of the Park beard and a desire to.

President F. H. Gansbergen of the Park 
board, with some of his subordinates, acted 
as host to the Supervisors, Vincent H. Per- 
kins and Henry Best. The object of the tour 
was to look over the ground and to investi- 
gate the questien regarding the necessity of 
the improvements included in the estimate

The total amount is about four times th 
amount which has been allowed for the 

of the Lincoln Park system for a number 
of years. 

i Points Out the Defects. 

The party started from the Academy of 
Science Building at 9 a..m. and concluded 
its work at 5:30 p. m. President Gansbergen 
pointed out the park site between Chicago 
avenue and Pearson street, the lake and 


the water works, which is ready to be im- 


proved. The Supervisors’ attention was 
called to the condition of the crumbling and 
dilapidated sea wall south of North avenue, 
and the engineer explained to them the im- 
possibility of repairing the damage done by 
the water unless a slanting and paved beach 
were constructed similar to that extending 
1,000 feet north of North avenue. The en- 
gineer also urged the continuation of the 
paved beach north to the high bridge. 

A careful inspection of the bridges was 
made and it was shown to the Supervisors 
that it was necessary for the safety of the 
visitors to the park to rebuild at least three 
of the bridges in a substantial manner. 


Room for Improvement. 


Supervisor Perkins expressed himself thus 
after the trip: There is, undoubtedly, con- 
siderable room for improvement, but I do not 
think the taxpayers of the North Side can 
be convinced that it is necessary to allow for 
the use of the Lincoln Park system one 
million and a third this year, while the allow- 
ance for the maintenance and improvement 
of the same system did not exceed $250,000 
a year for the last four or more years. The 
commissioners démand $253,000 for mainten- 
ance alone, notwithstanding the fact that 
less than that amount sufficed last year and 
covered improvements which cost about 
$60,000. Of course, many of the improve- 
ments, for instance new bridges, are abso- 
lutely necessary, but there are many others, 
particularly in connection with the boulevard 
system, which may well bé postponed. I 
shall continue my investigation to determine 
what is, and what is not, absolutely neces- 
sary, and hope that the citizens will assist me 
by informing me of their wishes in that mat- 
ter. 

I am favorably impressed with the cour- 
tesy and seriousness of the present members 
and officers of =. Park board, and believe 
that the Lincoln Park system is now in good 
hands. The last board did not even consider 
it necessary to submit an annual report for 
the year ending March 31, 1900, and no one

Proceeds Slowly. 


Operations at the plant of Swift & Co. by 
the officials of the Water department, who 
are conducting the search for illicit pipes, 
were suspended yesterday until Superin- 
tendent Nourse can get license to continue 
the excavations through the action of the 
legal department. On Wednesday night 
Superintendent Young of Swift & Co. had 
notified Mr. Nourse that the company would 
permit no further excavating on its premises 
after the pipes discovered in the boiler-room 
had been traced to their connections. Yes- 
terday morning the company made further 
restriction and informed the department 
that when the search in the engine-room had 
been completed the work would have to be 
stop Superintendent Nourse decided 
that nd definite results could be obtained by 
searching in the engine-room alone and 
placed his force of diggers elsewhere. 

A consultation was held yesterday after- 
noon between D. E. Hartwell, secretary of 
Swift & Co., and Mr. Nourse, in which the 
latter asked permission to continue the in- 
vestigation. Mr. Hartwell said he would 
confer with Henry Veeder, attorney for the 
firm, and would make known his decision 
this morning. The firm bases its action on 
the grounds that it is receiving much unde- 
sirable advertising as a result of the in- 
vestigation; that the operation of the plant 
is being interfered with, and that the in- 
vestigation has proceeded far enough to 
clear the firm of all suspicion. 


Will Consult Legal Department. 

Should the decision of the company be 
adverse this morning Superintendent Nourse 
will consult — 1 legal department before 

roceeding further. 
All the pipes in the boller-room of Swift & 
Co.’s butterine plant are exposed. Superin- 
tendent Nourse had intended to have a pho- 
tograph of these pipes taken, but Superinten- 
dent Young of the company notified him that 
he would Hot allow any pictures to be made 
on his property. Edward F. Kelling, the 
city draftsman, was on the ground, however, 
and the pipes were sketched and measured. 
City officials suspect that Swift & Co. are 
using city water in the engine labeled “* Ar- 
tesian well water.” It is alleged that when 
the water from the artesian well gets low 
that city water from an unrégistered pipe 
is turned into this engine. 


Still Stripping City Mains. 

The department is proceeding with the 
work of stripping the city mains for the 
purpose of examining the authorized taps 
and connections. The main in Forty-first 
street was uncovered a distance of thirty 
feet near Ashland avenue, while the main 
in Forty-fourth street is being 
between Packer and Cook avenues.

FAVOR MUNICIPAL GAS PLANT. 


Judiciary Committee Approves Legis- 
lative Action and Recommends Pas- 
sage of Ald. Dixon’s Order. 


The City Council will be advised by the 
Judiciary committee to pass Alderman 
Dixon’s order for the appointment of a com- 
mittee to secure legislative action authoriz- 
ing the establishment and operation of a 
municipal gas plant. The committee de- 
cided yesterday to recommend this order for 
passage. It is one of the nine introduced in 
the Council on Monday night and referred to 
the committee for action. It will recom- 
mend that the committee to have charge of 
the proposed legislation be composed of five 
members of the Council's Legislation com- 
mittee and four citizens to be uppointed by 
the Mayor.

the same rates as the latter? 
Has the city the right to regulate the price of

gas: 

Upon the decision in the last question rests 
the ordinance introduced by Alderman Pat- 
terson placing the maximum price at 75 cents 
a thousand cubic feet. Alderman Patterson's 
ordinance was referred to a subcommittee, 
which will revise it. It will be submitted 
again to the full committee before the ses- 
sion of Council on Monday night, and if sus- 
tained by the opinion of the Corporation 
Counsel will be recommended for passage. 

The Council is expected to pass the order of 
Alderman Dixon, and the Legislation com- 
mittee will proceed at —_ to — a bill 
giving.Chicago the authority to operate a gas 
plant and supply gas. It is believed that it 
will not be necessary for the city ever to use 
the privilege granted by the passage of such 
a bill. It is conceded that if the city possess 
the authority to enter the fleld as a competi- 
tor of the private corporations the just de-

INSTRUCTIONS OF COURT. | 


Judge Holdom Gives Rulings 
Decidedly Unfavorable for 
the Defense. 


BARNES CLOSES ARGUMENT. 


Eight jurors stood for the acquittal and 
four for the conviction of Lloyd J. Smith 
at midnight. The thirteenth ballot was 
taken then. The point under consideration 
was whether Mr. Smith was a warehouse- 
man in the legal meaning of the word when 
— en charged against him was com- 
tted. 

At exactly midnight, after a Mttle lull, 
one of the jurors said: 

Well, let's take a ballot at midnight.“ 

No,“ interjected another, as he yawned. 
I don’t want to vote again now.“ 

es,“ said Foreman Smith, we'll take 
another ballot.“ 

What have you got to say about it?’ 
asked the reluctant juror. 

am the foreman,” replied Smith, and 
we'll take another ballot right now.“ 

Then Foreman Smith called the roll and 
the result was 8 to 4 that Defendant Smith 
was not a warehouseman in the meaning 
of the law when the offence was committed. 

At 12:45 one facetious juror said: 

Let's have a mock trial. I'll be Judge 
Holdom.“ 

All right,“ cried another, “I'll be At- 
torney Wing.“ 

Each imitated the mannerisms of the per- 
sonage in question. This convulsed the 
other ten jurors with laughter. 

After this the jurors began to tel stories 
and crack jokes. They kept this up wntil 
1:15 a. m., when one of the twelve began 
to argue that Smith was legally a ware~- 
houseman. 

Now, let me read to you from the charge 
of Judge Holdom on this point,“ he said. 

There was a rustle of paper. Then the 
juror read as follows: 

The jury is direeted that the manager of a ware- 
house is a warehouseman in the contemplation of 
the statute under which the indictment in this 
case has been returned. 

That is as plain —~—” the juror began to

th: 

Say, did vou ever hear that story 

And the jury stopped to listen to the new 
story, to laugh long and loud at it, and then 
to listen to other stories. 

Earlier in the evening the jury stood nine 
to three in favor of Smith, showing a loss of 
one man at midnight. Those who thought 
Smith guilty were set in their opinions, and 
seemed determined to hold out indefinitely 
against those who favored acquitting him. 


Sends Jury to Room. 

In adjourning court at 1:30 p. m. yesterday, 
Judge Holdom directed that it reconvene at 4 
o'clock. At that hour, no agreement being 
reached, he directed the jury to remain in 
their room until they came to some de 
cision. If no decision was arrived at, said 
Judge Holdom, the jury was to remain in 
the jury-room until 10 a. m. today. If, how- 
ever, they came to an agreement before 
that time they were to be allowed to go to 
their quarters. 

The bailiffs being directed to furnish sup- 
per to the jury if called for, food was taken 
to them at 8 o’clock last night. 

The closing speech, made by Assistant 
State’s Attorney Barnes for the prosecution, 
took up three hours. Mr. Barnes paid most 
of his attention to the evidence in the ease 
as furnished by the different witnesses and 
by the exhibits of canceled and uncanceled 
warehouse receipts, bills of sale, and orders 
of grain shipments. Attorney Wing's con- 
tentions as to the effect and weight of the 
evidence and reliability of the State’s wit- 
nesses were discussed in detail by Mr. 
Barnes, who denounced the defense made 
by Mr. Smith’s attorneys as weak and 
wanting in facts upon which they might 
base a verdict of not guilty. 

Judge Holdom's instructions to the jury 
were more than unfavorable to the de- 
fendant. Of more than sixteen instructions 
based upon the evidence, but three gave the 
jury any ground upon which they might ar- 
rive at a verdict in favor of the defendant. 
rae three principal instructions were as fol- 
ows: 

The jury is directed that the manager of a 
warehouse is a warehouseman in the contempla-

The jury is directed that in arriving at their 
verdict it makes no difference whether the de- 
fendant, as manager of the Chicago Elevator 
company, was directly cognizant of the particu- 
lar shipment of grain as alleged or not. 

The jury is directed that if they, believe that 
on Jan. 16, 1900, the defendant was the manager 
of the Chicago Elevator company, and that the 
Indiana Elevator was a regularly licensed ele- 
vator, and that grain was shipped from it with- 
out proper cancellation of warehouse a 
verdict of gullty is to be returned. 


Calls Tactics Insulting. 


In his address Mr. Barnes characterized 
the tactics of the attorneys for the defense 
as insulting in persistently dragging into the 
case political allusions. 

“You have sworn, said Mr. Barnes, 
“that you will disregard all political re- 
marks or allusions made in this case. Do 
so, for the law under which this defendant 
is being prosecuted Is of importance to com- 
mercial interests, representing each year 
500,000,000 bushels of grain. If this law is 
to be violated with impunity, the business 
of handling the shipment, storage, sale, and 
transfer of this immense amount of grain 
will be plunged into chaos.“ 

Lioyd J. Smith was indicted on Aug. 4 for 
the shipment of 21,833 bushels of grain from 
the Indiana elevator without the previous 
cancellation of the warehouse receipts. The 
indictment grew out of charges of misman- 
agement made against Mr. Smith in January 
last, at which time the State Grain In- 
spector’s office, finding that enormous ship- 
ments of grain were being made by the 
Chicago Elevator company while warehouse 
receipts were outstanding, notified Mr. 
Smith to have further shipments stopped. 
on Jan. 16 the condition of the affairs of the 
company was brought to the attention of 
the directors of the Chicago Elevator com- 
pany and an investigation ordered. E. B. 
Pryor, auditor of the Wabash railroad, went 
through the affairs of the company and 
made a report that resulted in the discharge 
of Mr. Smith on Jan. 25. Mr. Smith had 
been with the company nine years. 


Charge Unlawful Shipment. 

The charge was made that 800,000 bushels 
of grain had been unlawfully shipped at the 
direction of Mr. Smith. On Jan. 23 the firm 
of A. O. Slaughter was alleged to hold ware- 
house receipts to the amount of $300,000, for 
which there was no grain in the elevators of 
the Chicago Elevator company. It was fur- 
ther charged that Mr. Smith had borrowed 
$300,000 of A. O. Slaughter & Co. between 
the dates of Jen. 1 and Jan. 23 and turned 
the money over to his partner, J. P. Smith, 
of J. P. Smith & Son, a commission firm in 
the Rialto Building. 

Mr. Smith is at present a candidate for 
Drainage Trustee, having been nominated 
at the last Cook County Republican conven- 


tion.

COURT STOPS WORK OF 
“METROPOLITAN MEDICAL 
COLLEGE BY INJUNCTION. 


Hanecy Grants Attorney Gener- 
Akin’s Petition—Complaint on 


the petition of Attorney General Akin, 
Judge Hanecy has issued an injunction re- 
straining the.officers of the Metropolitan 
Medical College from conducting its business 
in violation of the terms of the charter. At 
the final hearing of the suit the court is 
asked to dissolve the corporation, which is 
declared to have conducted a fraudulent 
business and abused and violated its charter 
since its organization in September, 18096. 

The bill of complaint which the Attorney 
General is authorized by an act of the Legis- 
lature to file contains a copy of the charter 
given the college in 1896, authorizing it to 
conduct a school where thé various branches 
of medical science should be taught. The 
basis of the petition is the allegation that the 
college ,while advertising as a legitimate in- 
stitution, did not require personal attend- 
ance of applicants for doctors’ degrees. 

e Metropolitan Medical College is locat- 
ed at Leavitt and Van Buren streets, and, 
according to the complaint of the Attorney 
General, advertises that it is fully equipped 
with appliances to enable its students to 
thoroughly master the science of medicine. 
This advertisement, the petition recites, is 
belied by the practice of the college, which ts 
declared to confer the degree of M. D. on 
applicants who answer a list of questions 
~ to them by the officers of the college.

JONES EXCUSES 


Left-Handed Defense of 
Assait on Roosevelt 


‘BLAMES A ROUGH RIDER. 


Senator J oe Blackburn Says In- 
diana Is Refuge for Un- | 
hung Assassins.” | 


DATES FOR BOURKECOCKRAN 


| @hairman Jones of the Democratic Na- 
tional committee surprised every one at 
both political headquarters yesterday by 
trying to excuse instead of condemning the 
actions of the Democratic roughs at Victor, 
Colo., the day before, who attempted to 
mob Governor Roosevelt, and in a kind of 
left-handed way defending them. ; 

Earlier in the day Vice Chairman Payne 
of the Republican National committee h 
e the opinion that the affair w 
to be credited to the passions of some drunk- 
en Democratic roughs, and stated explic- 
itly he did not suppose for a moment that 
any political party should be held responsi- 
dle for the occurrence, He took it for granted 
that the Democrats were sorry for the hap- 
pening, and discussed the matter in that 
spirit. 4 

Later in the day, however, when Senator 
Jones was asked for his version of the 
affair, the head of the Democratic party 
organization sent out the following official 
statement: 

From the newspaper accounts this morning there 
seem to be two sides to the statement. One 
‘would indicate an unprovoked, malicious, and 
premeditated attack upon Governor Roosevelt. 
I cannot believe that anything of this kind could 
easily occur.in any part of the United States, 
and the people of the West are noted for their 
belief in free speech and independence of action 
above all things. 

In another newspaper account, however, there 
seems to be something of an explanation. It 
seems that a uniformed ‘‘ ROugh Rider,.“ who. 
must have been a brute, forcibly took a Bryan 
banner from a woman and threw it down. An 
assault upon a woman might be pardoned in some 
parts of the country, but not in the West. And if 
this is true I am not surprised that there was a’ 
bitter feeling toward this uniformed ruffian, and 
it naturally extended to anybody who seemed. 
to protect, him in his brutality. I am sure that 
Governor Roosevelt did not know of his conduct, 
and that, if he afterwards learned of it, he strqng- 
ly repudiated the fellow’s actions and dismissed 
him from his following. 

Altogether, I am inclined to think that an un- 
‘pleasant occurrence of no great magnitude has 
arisen from some circumstance not creditable to 
either side. If an attack has been made upon 
Governor Roosevelt, of which I am not convinced. 
I regret it deeply and condemn it strongly. I 
would rather think that the importance given to 
the incident is an effort to get a little political 
rh pa a matter of little consequence in, 

Chairman J. G. Johnson of the Democratic 
Executive committee said: ‘‘ I would not care 
to make any positive statement as regards 
the affair until I know all the facts connect- 
ed with it. If an unprovoked attack was 
made upon Governor Roosevelt and his 
party it cannot be too strongly condemned. 
I am, inclined to think, however, from the 
reports I have read of the occurrence, that 
nothing of the kind took place. I do not 
think the affair of sufficient consequence 
to affect the Democrats in any way.” 
Conttnents on Jones’ Statement. 

Cotimenting on the statement given out 
by Chairman Jones, Harry New, Republican 
National Committeeman from Indiana, said: 

The Republican committee has taken the 
position that the outrage at Victor was the 
work of some drunken Democratic roughs 
and was not disposed to hold the party re- 
sponsible fer it. When Senator Jones, how- 
ever, tries to prove that the attack on Gov- 
ernor Roosevélt was not premeditated he 
must take the position that in Colorado men 
go to political meetings with rotten eggs, 
overripe fruit, and similar things concealed 
about their persons as a regular thing and 
in the usual course of business or the pursuit 
of pleasure. I am not saying that the affair 
was incited by any responsible members of 
the Democratic party, even if Senator Jones 
is endeavoring to excuse the participants, 
but I do say that such actions are the legiti- 
mate results of the teachings of the Chicago 
platform.” 

Blackburn Attacks Indiana. 

Another official "’ statement given out by 
the Democratic National committee yester- 
day was an interview with Senator Joe 
Blackburn of Kentucky, in ‘which that au- 
burn-haired statesman attacked the entire 
State of Indiana as the refuge of assassins 
and penitentiary birds.. In speaking of the 
trials resulting frqm the killing of. Senator 
Goebel Senator Blackburn said: 

We are patiently waiting for an opportunity 
to mete out justice to Taylor. Thank God Gov- 
ernor Mount cannot always be Chief Executive 
of Indiana. His term of office will expire one 
of these days and a Governor will be elected who 
will either deliver Taylor up to the law or com- 
pel him to change his hiding place. We do not 
want to. interfere with Taylor's campaign plans 
in Indiana. He is now stumping the State for 
the Republicans. It would be a pity to deprive 
the Indiana Republicans of his assistance in the 
campaign. 

Indiana seems to be the place of refuge for all 
the unpenitentiaried and unhung assassins of. 
Kentucky and New York, the asylum for all the 
broken-down political hacks of the State. The 
people of Kentucky are alert, however, and those 
of the assassins Who have disgraced the State. 
and who have not fied to Indiana or New York 
they are hanging as fast as they can. We will 
make a decent community out of Kentucky after 
awhile. 

“We have not got Blackburn with us yet.“ 
was the remark made by Committeeman 
New, after reading the Senator's statement.

Judging from the result of a poll taken by 
Tun TRIBUNE yesterday the Rookery Build- 
ing is the banner Republican roost of Chi- 
cago. Out of a total of 1,258 votes actually 
cast, McKinley received 1,128; Bryan, 121; 
and Woolley, 9, a majority of 1,158 for the 
Republican candidate. This gives McKinley 
a percentage of 89.66 of the total number of 
votes cast. Compared with the straw bal- 
lots taken by Tun Trreune in the Marquette 
and Monadnock Buildings, the Rookery 
shows nine McKinley men to one Bryan 
man, as against five to one in the Marquette 
and six to one in the Monadnock. 

Of the twelve floors in the building the 
ninth made the best showing for McKinley 
over Bryan, there being twenty-seven Re- 
publicans to one Bryan man.

FAILED TO HEAR WARNING. 


Noise Drowned the Alarm Shouted at 
Engineer Penfield, Who Lost His 
Life on Tuesday.

Then as the train failed to stop he pulled the 
emergency valve in the car and brought the 
train to a sudden stop. The stopping of the 
train caused the figeman to notice the un- 
usual position of the engineer. He stepped 
to that side of the cab and pulled the life- 
less form ot his chief into the cab just as the 
mail clerks approached.

Now that all the facts of the recent lynch- 
ing of four negroes at Ponchatoula, La., 
are known, the crime committed by the 


deliberate and unprovoked murder, The 
New Orleans Times-Democrat, after a 
careful investigation of the circymatances, 
says that several burglaries had recently 
been committed, and it was generally sus, 
pected that they were the work of negroes. 
A large posse of whites turned out to hunt 
the criminals, and returned with four sus- 
pects, who were placed in jail, The same 
night a mob gathered at the'jail, took the 
four suspecta out, and hanged them, the 
jail officials making no effort to prevent the 
outrage. The next day a Coroner's jury 
rendered a verdict that the four negroes 
came to their death at the hands of persons 
unknown, though all of them were known, 
as they lived in Ponchatoula and made no

Indeed, the pious but homely Princess Clo- 
thilde can scarcely be blamed for having 
kept away from Prangins, since table dec- 
orations such as the one described above 
must have been displeasing to her sense of 


The young King of Spain seéms to have en- 
joyed his recent yachting trip along the west 
coast immensely, and to have had some 
amusing experiences, especially in connec- 
tion with his welcome by some of the peas- 
or Mayors of the small

party. Thus at a place called Estaca des

Nay, more than that, he 
promoted Lieutenant Bresci to the rank of 
Captain, and realizing that in view of what 
had occurred intercourse with fellow-offi- 
cers, at any rate for some time to come, 
would be, to say the least, awkward, he as-
